26, Ben S. Plumer, Bassano farmer 
and a director of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool, told how that organization 
was solving the problem of market- 
ing the farmers’ wheat and helping 
them to get the full value for their 
product. 

About thirty-five board members 
and visitors listened with keen in- 
terest for an hour whjle Mr, Plumer 
dealt with a number of important 
phaseg of co-operative marketing. ¢ 

One important improvement 
brought about by the Pool, sald the 
speaker, was in obtaining certain 
amendments to the grain act which 
affected the inspec'ion and grading 
of wheat. This, it was expected 
would result in the saving of a con- 
siderable sum of money for the 
wheat grower. 

In the early part of his speech Mr. 
Plumer dealt briefly with the history 
of the wheat pool, its organfzation, 
its growth and development, and its 
present strong position in which Kh 
controls approximately half of the 
Canadian wheat crop,

met and overcome; how the pool had 
built country elevators to handle 
their own wheat; how they had built
